President Schurman of Cornell- - Addressea
the Stndenta on the Conflict.

Ithaca. Sept. 22. President Schurman de-

livered his annual address to the students of
Cornell University y. In accordance with
his custom, he devoted most of his address to
material issues and events. He said In part:

"Since we last met our own war has come to
a close. Shortly before the close of the term I
delivered a lecture on the ' Ethics of War.' I
then described the conditions in whloh the
wars of the past had been carried on. and
pointed out that the principle of aggrandise-
ment had been the prlmo motive in most eases.
I also stated that the motive for our undertak-
ing the war with Spain was not that of aggran-
dizement, but for the liberation of humanity.
Thus far we have been faithful to the princi-
ples with which we started out.

" The results whloh have incidentally come
from the conflict and whloh are of the utmost
importance are these:

"First the improvement of our relations with
Great Britain. For the past thirty years we
have been noticing a ohange in the attitude of
our kin across the sea toward us. but it was
not until this year that an opportunity was
given for the outpouring and overflowing of
the kindly feeling that Great Britain has for
the United States. We cannot but rejoice thatthe two branches of the race have been so
united." Secondly, sectionalism has been submerged.
Since the civil war until this year there has
been a line between the North and South. Re-
cently, too. a division seemed to spring up
between the East and West. The two differ-
ent sections of the country seemed to believe
that they bad separate Interests. Tbo war hasovercome this feeling. We are united now,
not only In theory but In reality. In feeling and
In sentiment

"Thirdly, the peace we have enjoyed for the
past thirty years, we are glad to And. has not
In the leaet destroyed our love for our country
and inir devotion to the Sag. We And all classesready at a moment's notice, willing to work,wining to die for their country. Some of our
own men have died in the recent war. Frommany we have had no reports, but we do know
that one. at least, gave tip his life in the fields
at Santiago, and that one other, at least, was
wounded. Col. Schuyler says that no less than.M) students, graduates and Cornelllans. tooken active part In the war. Cornellians could be
found in all the ranks, in all positions, in allplaces where tho conflict was carried on. Thechaplain of the Seventy-fir- st Regiment was a
Cprnellian. Cornelllans were at Santiago, atManila, at Porto Rico." Of one case particularly I must speak, andthat Is of Clifton Brown, a sophomore lastyear, who upon the opening of the war en-
listed In Company M. Seventy-firs- t New York
Volunteers. He 'was a manly fellow. While thearmy was engaged before Santiago his Lieu-
tenant ordered him to take charge of a squad
and climb a hill to take a piece of artillery. He
was the first to climb a fence, and at this point
a bullet passed through his hesd and ho died.
I was told of a little conversation among
the boys before the sad event took
place. One of the comrades remarked thathe thought that he would get through all right.
Clirton remarked: "When the Lord is ready
for me He will take me.' I trust that the sug-
gestion that was made to me by a member
of his olass will be carried out and that a suit-
able memorial for Clifton Brown will be erectedon the campus. I offer the windows and walls
of Sage Chapel for a memorial to htm and sug-gest that the project be furthered by all mem-
bers of the university."

ALGER AT CAMP THOMAS.

MB SHAKES MAUDS WITH PATIENTS
Ann praises nurses.

Things Found. to Be In a Satlafaetory Con-
dition Snrgoon-Oener- Sternberg At-

tributes the Mekness In the Camp Chiefly
to the Inexperience of Officer and Men.

Obattakoooa, Tenn.. Sept 22. Secretary
Alger and hie party y Inspected what is
left of Camp Thomas, viz., the Sternberg and
Lelter hospitals and ths Sixth (immune) Volun-
teers. Everything was found to be satisfac-
tory. After a visit to Lookout Mountain and
dinner at the Read House, the party left at 10
o'clock for Huntevllle to Inspect the camp there

The party went first to Lelter Hospital, where
Gen. Alger was met by 001. Carter, who le In
charge. In passing through the wards Gen.
Alger and Burgeon-Gener- Sternberg spoke
eheeringly to the sick soldiers and shook hands
with each nurse. Then the party went to the
Sternberg Hospital. Major Giffen. with hie
officers, received the visitors and showed them
through every ward. Beginning at tent No. 1.
Beoretary Alger and Burgeon-Gener- Stern-
berg visited every tent and every patient of the
450 had his hand pressed kindly by both the
Secretary and the Surgeon-Genera- l. Qen.
Alger bent over the cots and spoke to those
who were too weak to raise their hands. Hun-

dreds of tlmee he used suoh phrases as " How
are you. my brave boy ?" " What is your regi-
ment ?" " My dear boy. you are as mueh hon-

ored as those who did the fighting." In one of
the wards a patient was delirious. The woman
who was nursing him was almost exhausted
from trying to keep him In the tent Gen.
Alger, seeing the man'e condition, plaoed hi
hand upon the head of the uurse and said:

"My kind child. God Will reward and the na-

tion honor you for your noble work."
After the wards, the kitchens, medicine de-

partment and Quartermaster's rooms were
visited.

Next Gen. Alger and Gen. Sternberg went to
the office of Mrs. Lounsbery, superintendent of
the Red Cross nurses, and complimented her
and her nurses highly. Onoehesald:

"Mrs. Lounsbery. you and your ladles are do-
ing a work that will go down In history and
give you all a name that will never be anything
but honored In a most sacred manner. I thank
you all In behalf of the whole nation."

The party waa photographed standing in the
tent Then the visitors went to Lytic, where
they were received by Col. Tyson and his regi-
ment As the train pulled Into the station the
regimental band struck up the "W. N. B."
march, and as Secretary Alger stepped from
the car platform a large crowd cheered loudly.
He acknowledged the compliment by raising
his hat. While the band was still playing the
party took hacks to go and review Col. Tyson's
troops. After the troops had passed Beoretary
Alger complimented Ool. Tyson, aaylng that ha
had often heard of the Sixth Immunee. and
now that he had seen them he knew that they
had not been overrated, that they were even
better than they had been represented. He asked
Col. Tyson to bring all his officers to his car
that he might meet them personally. Secre-
tary Alger then returned to his car with hissecretary, while the remainder of the party
wos driven over the park In charge of Cef Lee
and Gen. Boynton. As soon as Secretary Alger
reached his car he was called upon by Col.
Tyson and the officers of the regiment, and
each was highly complimented. The remain-
der of the alternoon was spent on Lookout
Mountain. Before leaving Gen. Stern-
berg said:

i here nas not Been so much complaint, or
abuse of the general hospitals, whloh are
strictly within my charge, and I am free to say
and prepared t provo that the service there
has been as near perfect as it is possible to
make It. There were 500 surgeons appointed
by the Governors of the different States, many
of them by political pulls, perhaps, and among
them some incompetent men. I dare say. but
that is outside of my province and responsi-
bility. I have employed OOOcontract surgeons,
and did the very best I could In un emergency,
upon the recommendations of the best of the
medical profession in the land.

"The main cause of the whole trouble at
Camp Thomas has been due to Insufficient san-
itary regulations, where inexperienced officers
were In commandof inexperienced troops, who
did not know how to take care of themselves.
This is the whole trouble, and It Is always the
case with fresh levies of men. It was so in the
civil war, and it will always be so. In the first
battle of Bull Run. where I wns surgeon in
charge of the Union soldiers. It was three dsvs
before some of tho wounded got proper atten-
tion.

"I have had typhoid fever and yellow fever
both In thecoursoof my camp service. We all
have to face these things In time of war.
Typhoid raged on the Chlckahominy, In front of
Richmond and In many other places during thewar. The Surgeon-General- 's department has
three supply depots in this country Washing-
ton, D. C. St. Louis, and Son Francisco and
we promptly honored every requisition. Thereare oftentimes unavoidable delays In the trans-
portation of medicines. Sometimes the corps,
division, or regimental surgeons forgot ordelay sending for medicines and hospital sup-
plies, and then wire, but we cannot get whatthey need to them by wire. It takes timo.
Whore they wired we sent by express, and
where there was not an emergency, by fastfreight. I could not supervise every hospital
In every eamp, but acted at once upon every
requisition.

' We have had tho best of hospital nurses In
my department, many of them women of the
Red Cross Society. There have been many
cases of disease not attributed to camp duty,
but to indulgence and dissipation of differentsorts. But nil have had the very best of treat-
ment, no better ever being furnished to any
camps in the history of armies, so for as my
department is concerned, and wo stand by the
record.

" I cannot for the life of me see why there
should have been a lack of medical supplies atChlckamauga and no complaint made tome. If
there had not been negligence on the part of
somebody down here there would have been no
trouble about supplies. The Leiter and Stern-berg hospitals are models, and all the division
hospitals I have seon on my trip are being con-
ducted properly. As to the division hospitals
at Camp Thomas, about which so mucn coni-plol-

wok made, I cannot talk before furtherinvestigation."
Gen. Alger said "I am perfectly

satisfied now that talk about such'horriblo con-
ditions hero is greatly exaggerated. Tho hos-
pitals are In the most excellent condition. I
have been through every ward In both theSternberg and Lelter hospitals, and I find them
to be in the most excellent condition, and I
have not seen one thing y that I could
suggest an Improvement upon. The patients
I see are receiving every possible attention,
and in going through the two hospitals I made
a special effort, but did not learn of a single
complaint.

For the lady nurses I want to say that they
have done a service for which they oan never
be paid. I consider that to them Is due much
of the credit for the excellent wards I find here.
These ladles, upon whose right arm can be
seen the Red Cross sign, are deserving of therespect of every person In Amoriea. They have
done tho Government a grand service.

"As to the great amount of sickness before
the troops were moved, I nm confident thnt it
was not due to this healthful locality. The long
hot spell, followed by continued rains, made
fevers Inevitable In all of the camps. Diseasesare Incident to war and cannot be avoided.
especially If you have too little preparation for
war.

Al.QER DEFENDS HIMSELF.

Any Incompetent Commanding Officers Will
Be Held Keapoualble, He Says.

Atlanta. Ga.. Sept. 22-- An Interview at
Chattanooga. Tenn.. with Secretary Alger Is
published in the Atlanta Journal this after-
noon, in which he Is quoted as follows:

"We have no purpose In keeping anything
from the public pertaining to the condition of
the camps, and all I ask Is that the press state
the facta as they are, folrly and without preju-
dice or exaggeration. The press has been dis-
posed to exaggerate tho condition of some of
the camps, and things have been charged
against the War Department which were un-
true and unwarranted.

" The great trouble has been that these people
have not appreciated the immense problem of
forming an army of 250,000 volunteers without
notice and without the necessary equipment.
The Spanish war came upon us almost like abolt from a clear sky, and It found every branch
of the Vt ar Department unprepared for the task
of equipping and handling such a vast number
of untrained men" For a time there was difficulty In furnishing
supplies and equipment for the troops, but thatwas to be expected. The department had only
a limited supply of tents, and It had practically
no wagons and umbulances to start with.
There were a thousand and one details to look
after, and a fairly disposed puhllo will under-
stand the disadvantages under which the War
Departmeut worked for many weeks. As fust
as possible equipment and supplies were sent
to the several camps, and If there has been lack
of medicines and necessaries of lire the fault
lies with the commanding officers of the camps.

There may have been some Incompetent
officers. Generals and Colonels. In charge of
some of the camps, and if such la found to, be.
the case they will he held strictly to aooouat

for their misdeeds. If there are any command-In- e
officers who are now incompetent or who

fall to put thoir camps in first class condition
and keep them that war. I propose that they
shall be replaced by men who sre competent
ami who will Bee that perfect sanitary condi-
tions are established and maintained.

"lam making a tour of inspection of the
Bouthern camps with the view of seeing for
myself tho conditions and for the purpose of
correcting evils If any are found. The xanitary
conditions are good at camps visited thus far,
ami the troops are apparently healthy and
strong. I have given directions to tho com-
manding officers at esoh camp that they must
Institute rigid sanitary regulations and enforce
them. They have been directed to make re-
quisitions for all supplies, medicine and other
neceasaries. and If the troops are not kept in
good condition the commanders will be held
responsible."

M'KINLEY SEES THE MARINES

PART OF THS OUAKTAlfAMO MEN
MARCH PAST THE WHITE HOUSE.

The t'realdsnt Made a Special Bequest That
They Should Take That Course on the
Way to Their Barracks He Ia Pleased
fTlth th Men's Healthful Condition.

Washington, Sept. 22. Part of the bat-
talion of United States marines that did suoh
good work at Guantauamo and held their po-

sition on Fisherman's Point la Guantanamo
Bay against an overwhelming force of the
enemv, returned to their barracks in Wash-
ington y and received a hearty welcome
home. Thev hud been at Portsmouth. N. H..
since their return from Cuba, nearly a month
ago, and all looked halo and hearty. The de-
tachment numbered 17:i men and was under
tho command of Cant. F. H. Harrington, who
hud charge of the shoro battery of the bat-
talion at Guantanamo. Cupt. Hsrrlngton'ls well
knowu and very popular In .Washlngton.and he
got.rousing oheurs on his own account along
the line of the parade. It was the original In-

tention to have the marines march from the
railroad station direct to the marine bar-
racks, but when President MoKlnley heard
that tho gallant men from Guantanamo were
to arrive y he requested that; they marchpast the Wiito House.

The
band played "Hall to the Chief" us the proces-
sion approached, and to that air the murines
niurolieil through tho porte-cocher- e and.past
the President.

A great cheer went un as the drummers andbuglers who were at Guantanamo. neurty allyoung boys, passed in re lew. There were
more cheers for the men who did the fighting.
Tho detuehment from Gusntunnmo was at-
tired in campaign dress, with slouch hats andlegging, and every man carried a knapsack and
blanket It was n source of comment that
the marines looked so woll. and their appear-
ance was contracted with that of the soldiers
who hitve returned from Hautlago. When the
procession had passed the President turned to
Col. Hoywood and shaking hands with him'ougrnluliitcd him on tho excellent appearance
of his men und on the brave stand they made
at Camp Metallu

Pennsylvania avenue along the line of march
was oiowded with people and Capt. Harring-
ton s detachment got a continuous ovation.
